STRIKE BOARD ARBITRARY 


Parties Returning from Manitoba 
Capital Tell of Conditions 
—Busiuess 


Arrivals from Winnipeg who left 
Monday night, report that street cars, 
phones, newspapers, and all stores 
near the centre of the city have been 
shut down. The electric Mght plant 
is being operated at slow speed, and 
water pressure above 30 pounds is not 


allowed. This allows water pressures 
one storey up, but above that there 
is none. This is to cut off the pluto- 


crats who own or use buildings over 
two storeys high from the benefit of 
the city water supply and pressuré, 
while allowing it to the presumably 
less wealthy occupants of two-storey 
dwellings. 

Control of Gasoline 

Gasoline was selling at $1 a gallon 
up to Saturday. But the strike com- 
mittee forbade sale except on permit 
after that date. There was a quantity 
of gasoline in storage at Transcona, 
which could be purchased there, as it 
was beyond the range of control of the 
Winnipeg Soviet. 

Butcher shops generally were closed 
Stew beef was 76c a pound on Mon- 
day. Business at the stock yards was 
disorganized. Cattle arriving by train 
on Friday could not be fed, watered 
or slaughtered as the packing plant 
employees were on strike. A man 
named Warren is reported to have 
made $16,000 on Friday by purchasing 
cattle arriving under those circum- 
stances. He bought three dray loads 
of baker's batter with which to feed 
the stock purchased. 

On Friday the bakers had the bat- 
ter ready for making bread. A strike 
of the bakers was ordered and the 
batter was wasted, or as stated above, 
part of it was sold to feed stock. 

No express was being handled and 
car loads of eggs and other perishable 
foods were spoiling in the railway 
yarda. 

So long as stores were running they 
were making money. On Sunday a taxi 
to church and return cost $6 in one 
instance mentioned.

VICTORIA, B.C., May 21—Every 
vantage point aboardship was occu- 
pied by boisterous soldiers when the 
C.P.0.8. liner Empress of Japan 
docked here today after a trip from 
Viadivostock.

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Several Thousand Troops in 
Winnipeg Ready for Orders if 
Trouble Arises--Situation Quiet 


OTTAWA, May 21-—-The gov- 
ernment is taking strong precau- 
tlons to maintain law anc order 
in Winnipeg. In the senate this 
afternoon, Sir James Lougheed, 
{n response to an inquiry by Sen- 
ator Bostock made the following 
statement: 
“There is no change in the situ- 
ation in Winnipeg. No overt act 
has been committed: there has 
been no disturbances or rioting 
of any kind. The government 
' however, ts impressed with the 
| gravity of the situation and hae 
taken all necessary steps to main- 
tain law and order. Jt has with- 
suffictent, I venture to say, to 
suppress any rioting or disturb- 
ance. The Ninth regiment, the 
79th regiment, the 100th regi- 
ment,, the 106th regiment, Fort 
Garry Horse and the 18th Bat- 
tery—ail these units up to 
atrength are in the city and in 


addition there are a number of 
North West Mounted Police in 
Winnipeg, including a squad just 
returned from overseas and it at 
present detained in Winnipeg 
pending the development of any 
serious disturbance. Under the 
circumstances I venture to say 
that with the force which is men- 
tioned the government should be 
able to maintain law and order 
in that city."

In the death of Charles Bremner, 
which took place on Friday last at the 
age of 83 years at the home of lis 
daughter, Mrs, F. Lehman, of Batten- 
berg, Alta., there passed away one of 
the oldest pioneors of the western 

lains. Born in St. Charles, Manitoba, 

r. Bre:nner has lived in the three 
prairie provinces and knew and has 
known nearly all of the settlers of the 
early days. He has always been a 
very actlye man and in spite of his 
age was upon hig feet and able to 
Jook after his own affairs until a week 
before his death. During his long 
life he was greatly respected and lov- 
ed by all who knew him and his ad- 
vice and spiritual counsel was the 
wource of great comfort to many in 
the struggle of pioneer life in the 
early settlements. 

The iate Mr. Bremner lived to see 
the great development of the west and 
many of the “waste and desolate 
places blossom as the rose.” He has 
geen the taming and the subduing of 
its wildness and the coming of pro- 
gress and prosperity. He took a prom- 
inent part in the Riel rebelifon in 
1885, being at thet time a merchant 
and a trader in furs. He had work- 
ed up a large business, but this was 
shattered when he was, with a num- 
ber of his people, taken prisoner by 
the Indians, who seized his horses and 
cattle, of which he had a large herd, 
and plundered his store, taking any- 
thing that was of any value at all. 

But Mr. Bremner’s troubles did not 
end there. When Poundmaker, the 
great Indian chief, surrendered, Mr. 
Bremner and his colleagues were 
found, being prisoners of the chief, in

Visit of American Editors and 
Holding of Industrial Con- 
gress of Benefit 


Contribution of funds toward the 
necessary reception expense that will 
be entailed in connection with the 
visit of the National Editorial As- 
sociation of the United States, and 
also in regArd to the proposed Indus- 
trial Congress, will be asked from 
business men of Edmonton by the 
Edmonton Board of Trade, This de- 
cision has been arrived at as a result 
of the realisation that the two pro- 
jects will benefit every line of city 
business activity whether commercial, 
industrial, financial or profssional.

No apology 
is offered for requesting that the busi- 
ness interests of the city contribute

MAYOR URGES GOV'T 
AT OTTAWA TO ACT 
PROMPTLY AT ’PEG 


Fears Prolonged Struggle at the 
Manitoba Capital Will Spread 
Through West 


Fearing that labor troubles, such as 
e now occurring, may spread weet- 
wards, with the result that Edmon- 
ton, as a city, may become involved, 
the mayor has forwarded a telegram 
to the acting premier, and members 
of the cabinet, at Ottawa, asking that 
government action should be taken 
without delay which would lead to a 
resumption of business in the ordin- 
ary way at Winnipeg. 

In his telegram the mayor saye: 

The Acting Premier, and Members 
of the Cabinet, of the Dominion of 
Canada, Ottawa, Canada:-—As mayor 
and chief executive head of one of 
the largest cities In Western Canada, 
I feel it my duty to inform you that 
the proceedings and actions In connéc- 
tion with the general strike now para- 
lyzing business and impoverishing 
labor at Winnipeg, has broadened ite 
influence ao far beyond the confines 
of the city of Winnipeg itself as to be 
a@ matter of great, moment to the other 
cities of Western Canada including 
Edmonton. 

“A meeting has row been arranged 
at Edmonton for this evening for the 
purpose of ascertaining the feeling of 
the labor men of this city {n regard 
to a sympathetic genoral atrike over 
the Winnipeg situation. 

“The principle of the right to col- 
lective bargaining and negotiations 
through any committee or representa- 
tives that the labor bodies may name, 
seems well defined as a matter of right 
in many government publications and 
blue books during the past two or 
three years. 

“The advantages of dealing with 
unions through their various repre- 
sentatives as carried into actual prac- 
tice in the city of Edmonton are so 
great that it is hard for one who has 
geen such conditions actually working 
out, to understand why any class of 
labor men ehould be denied the right 
to collective bargaining, which is 
given as a matter of course to such 
institutions as clearing houses, boarde 
of trades or professional or groups of 
professional men, Collective bargain- 
{ng is such a satisfactory way of deal- 
ing with uniori and labor men general- 
ly that anyone who has tried this sys- 
tem {n earnest would not, in my opin- 
ion revert to the old Individual negoti- 
ations which have ended so unhappily 
wherever tried. 

“Under these circumstances, and 
for the purpose of maintaining peace 
and harmony throughout the other 
western cities, I am strongly of the 
opinion that drastic action which will 
lead to an {mmediate resumption of 
business in Winnipeg, should be under- 


\taken by the government at onco, and 


that as a means to this end the right 
of all groups of working men with 
any employers to deal collectively, 
should be absolutely guaranteed if 
necessary under a federal statue, and 
I am therefore taking upon myself to 
advise you that unless immediate 
action is taken a grave injustice will 
be done a large number of innocent 
business men and with them their 


employees.”

These committees are always in 
session, so too is the strike commit- 
tee.

THREE ARE INJURED 
WHEN AUTO TURNS

There is nothing to be said.on 
ehalf of the employer who in 
imes jike these takes the respon- 
sibility of refusing to conform to 
n almost universally established 
ndustrial rule, and by his refusal 
as practically thrown a match 
nto the powder magazine by 
vhich he is surrounded. The 
heoretical right that every man 
as to do as he will with his own, 
ike every other right, depends on 
he force behind it. While might 
oes not make right, it is quite as 
rue that right can only be en- 
orced by might. Before the Win- 
hipeg employer of metaleworkers 
efused to recognize the union, he 
thould, in justice to himsclf and 
nis fellow citizens, have looked 
ver the field and considered the 
probable, or at least possible, re- 
ults. That he believed he had the 
ight to do as he did, is not good 
nough, There is high authority 
or the idea that an action may be 
ight but not expedient. The const 
hould have been counted before 
he refusal was given. The 
xperience of Winnipeg in 1918 
hould have. been a sufficient 
varning not to go looking for 
rouble in 1919. 

Matters have reached a stage at 
vhich the occasion of the strike 

a minor detail. To quote Glad- 
tone, we are confronted by a con- 
lition, not a theory. It would be 
npossible to exaggerate the grav- 
y of the present situation. While 
he forms of civic, provincial and 
ederal authority still exist, the 
ontrol of the city is in the hands 
f the Trades and Labor council. 
‘his council has suppressed the 
ewspapers, has cut off telephone, 
elegraph and mail communication 
vith the outside world, has put a 


wan on the performance of many 


f the ordinary duties and obliga- 
ions of life, including the right 
o serve or be served with meals— 
m other words, the right to eat. 
This power is being exercised 
vith the support and through the 
nited action of the members of 
ie trades unions; not only by their 
efusal to perform their ordinary 
york, but more especially by their 
efusal to permit any one else to 
erforsn such work. The refusal 
permit others to work being 
upported by violence or threats 
f violence. 
With the exception of the metal 
yorkers in one shop the strike is 
Rot against any act, or failure to 
ct, of any of the employers. They 
ave conformed to all the require- 
vents of the various unions with 
yhom they have to deal, but that 
jas not prevented the tie-up of 
1eir business, or losses being im- 
hosed upon them without the pos- 
ibility of remedy by any act of 
ieirs. No matter how right the 
1eory of collective bargaining 
iay be, that does not help the 


man whose business is being 
ruined by the means taken to sup- 
port it. Neither does it help the 
householder whose water supply is 
restricted or has been cut off; who 
cannot purchase milk for his chil- 
dren or food for himself, The con- 
ditions now prevailing in Winni- 
peg will go far towards setting a 
large section of public opinion 
against the cause which the strike 
was ostensibly intended to sup- 
port and strengthen. 

The Winnipeg strike is a de- 
claration of war by the meinbers 
of the trades unions upon their 
fellow citizens—and in large mea 
sure upon each other. War con- 
ditions have been established with- 
out provocation or justification. 
Whatever cause of quarrel there 
may have been between the metal 
workers and their cmployers, 
could and should have been set- 
tled between thei; as many hun- 
dreds of such differences have 
been. settled before. Unfortun- 
ately the difference between em- 
ploying and employed’ metal 
workers gave the opportunity to 
the leaders of the On» Big Union 
movement to place a sample of 
their goods on the market. Their 
campaign had been in progress 
some time and had made strong 
jheadwey. That elaborate prepara- 
tions had been made is amply evi- 
dent from the quick and thorough 
action in taking contro] of’ the 
city in defiance of all other au- 
thority. The One Big Union is 
functioning perfectly, and the re- 
sults run true to form, 

The trades unions of the 
more highly skilled. artizans 
have expanded their membership 
and added to the number of af- 
filiated unions until the less 
skilled and therefore lower paid 
labor is in control by force of 
numbers, of the Trades and Labor 
council. The skilled artizan has 
an important stake in the main- 
tenance of sound economic and 
social conditions. The less skilled 
the worker is, the less -his rate of 
pay and the less his stake in main- 
taining sound conditions, Oonse- 
quently the more open he is to the 
suggestion that he stands to gain 
by social or economic evolution. 
Naturally, the member of the 
union of less skilled labor men 
wishes to use the power of the 
Trades council to advance his pay 
and improve his conditions of 
labor to put him on a par with the 
members of the more highly skilled 
and therefore more highly paid 
trades and callings. Demands 
that he could not expect to en- 
force by the collective bargaining 
of himself and the fellow workers 
of his trade, he hopes to secure by 
forcing the co-operation of the 
men of the more highly skilled and 
highly paid trades, through his 
control of the majority in the 
Trades council. In Winnipeg the 
“‘red,’’ or ILW.W. element is in 
control. They are putting their 
theories into practice. Their lead- 
ers have tasted power and will not 
lightly give it up. All the elements 
that produce a clash of armed 
forces are present. ‘The clash will 
occur as soon as hunger begins to 
pinch, 


Help Needed at Once. 


The sudden disaster which on 
Monday wiped out the village of 
Lac La Biche can be visualized by 
recalling the furious wind which 
that day swept the city and the 
fire which it carried through two 


blocks of the business section of 


the south side. 

When a highly effecient and 
splendidly equipped fire depart- 
ment was unable to check the tor- 
nado of fiame, it ean bé compre- 
hended how helpless were the vil- 
lagers when the gale drove the de- 
vourer suddenly down upon their 
homes and shops. That they were 
uble to save themselves, and that 
no one perished in the flames, is 
remarkable. 

But for them all save life is gone. 
Homes, stores and stocks are in 
ashes, and the villagers must de- 
pend upon the good will and 
prompt action of others to save 
them from further hardships. 
Their appeal—urgent in any case 
—18 made more urgent by the re- 
flection that Edmonton that day 
narrowly escaped a conflagration of 
appalling magnitude and scores of 
our families the fate that has over- 
taken those who are now appeal. 
ing for aid. 


The Food Predicament,. 


The Minister of Labor has finally 
broken silence on the question of 
the relations between the prevail- 
ing industrial unrest, the high cost 
of living and the need of greater 
food production, 

Much of the unrest, he says with 
evident correctness, is due to the 
high cost of living. But the high 
cost of living, he declares, is due 
primarily to the shortened supply 
of food, there being very little in 
storage; and there is little or no 
hope of a substantial reduction in 
the cost of living until increased 
production brings the supply up to 
normal. 

Presumably the statement as to 
the small amount of food in stor- 
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age is correct. If it is correct the 
fact is tremendously important; 
so important that it should have 
been proclaimed two or three 
months ago, and made the basis of 
a campaign to get the farmers to 
increase production and the towns- 
people to make the best of the ad- 
verse conditions until the produc- 
tive process had time to bring re- 
sults. 

Telling us that food is scarce 
after the crops have been sown is 
only aggravating the situation. It 
is too late now for the farmer to 
readjust matters during the pres- 
ent year by enlarging his opera- 
tions; and the knowledge that 
there is little chance of a better- 
ment in the situation for an inde- 
finite time is more likely to drive 
consumers into a panicky state 
than to encourage them to exer- 
cise patience, 

People in the majority are rea- 
‘sonable and reasoning creatures. 
The farmer is not indifferent to 
the call for extra effort when told 
that more food is needed ; witness 
his: “remarkable uchievements in 
increasing production when called 
upon during the last three or feur 
years. Consumers car also with 
confidence be asked to exercise 
forbearance if told that thev are 
suffering from an unavvidabie cir. 
cumstance and that the best that 
can: be done to secure early relicf 
is being done. 

Unfortunately the necessary 
conclusion from the Minister’s an- 
nouncement is that the Govern. 
ment—to whom naturally both 
food-producers and food-buyers 
look for direction in these abnor- 
mal times—failed to institute a 
greater production campaign when 
it could have been undertaken 
with success, and even withheld 
from the public facts as to the 
shortened food supply which if 
given out would have automatical- 
ly lead to increased effort on the 
part of, the farmer and a disposi- 
tion to patience on the part of *the 
townsfolk. 

What the Government intends 
to do to get the country out of the 
predicament it helped to create by 
withholding these all-important 
facts, 18 not announced. The regu- 
lation of food prices is hinted at. 
But the regulation of food prices 
without a corresponding regula- 
tion of wages would make food 
still scarcer, The higher the cost 
of producing in the city what the 
farmer_has to.}ay,-the higher the 
cost of producing on the farm 
what the city dweller has to eat, 
Unless, therfore, the Ministers 
are prepared to undertake the all- 
round regulation of both wages 
and foud prices, regulative efforts 
‘re not a hopeful avenue of escape 


jfrom the increasing cost of living.

The only reason ward system existe is 
because it has existed, It means class war 
and sectarian strife. The system appeals 
to the ignorant partisan madness of the 
mob. It's effect everywhere is waste, con- 
fusion and strife, & bewildered people and 
a few satisfied people. What is needed is 
the organization of the entire body of citl- 
zens without regard to varying opinions, 
in order to get those public goods which 
the mafority want. 

Political parties have had thetr day and 
so has the ward system, In their place | 
but organized democracy. In that way | 
you develop civic conscience and self: | 
government, that spirit which we believe | 
to be the very spirit of God—which;
